| have recelved some rather heartfelt comments that the names of disciplined I!censees should not appear In 
such a widely circulated publication as the recent Newsletter, nor should the specific reason for thelr belng 
disciplined. | certainly understand your concern for the feelings of those Involved and would not Ike 
having my name appear In such a manner. The resultant consequences are certainly far reaching and must be 
embarrass |nge 


The ability to reach a large number of the professional population Js exactly what the Board needs, however, 
Jn order to feel they are adequately Informing prospective employers of the names and I}cense numbers of 
those who may be practicing I! legally and/or !n some way Jeopardizing the safety of the public. There are 
new health care faclIitles and agencies springing up almost as rapidly as mushrooms after a warm spring rain 
while others are closing or changing name and ownership. It would be Impossible to notify everyone by letter 
everytime a disciplinary action ts taken; the cost would be much greater and the \!kel!hood of reaching every 
faclI\ty would be much less than Jf we target the population of nurses who are employed In those Institutlons 
and agencies or are employers themselves. The word \s bound to reach all Directors of Nursing and staff 
nurses Jn a blanket malling to all |Scensees, 


Another type of peer assistance which Is generally !gnored by most nurses Is through col leglal relationships. 
Members of other professtons such as law, medicine and architecture take advantage of this time honored 
method of an older more experienced member giving one with less experience a hand up the ladder of success, 
It ts widely used In the business world also. In nursing, the younger nurse would recelve the benefit of the 
vast expertence and knowledge that can only be gained through years spent In working at the bedside, In 
administration or In teaching. The experlenced nurse would gain the satisfaction of helping someone avold 
the frustration s/he encountered as a new graduate. One developmental task of the middle years Js to guide 
and assist younger people In establishing themselves. What better way to achleve satisfaction Jn that area 
than to "adopt" an Inexperlenced nurse and assist In establishing him/her soundly Jn the profession. You may 
be helping, albeit In a small way, to reduce the number of nurses who abuse, misuse, and mlsappropriate by 
helping to reduce frustrations, By giving encouragement and support to peers you may be helping them avold 
the need for Involvement with the Peer Assistance Committee for Impaired nurses, you may be Increasing the 
quality of care for clients and you may be helping yourself to advance toward that coveted goal of self 
actual\zation that Maslow theor\zed.

COMMENTS FROM CAROL 
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Legistative Update 


This years legislative sesstons has been both an exciting and anxtety-provoking experfence, At this 
point, we are now awalting the Governors signature on two bills which strongly !mpact this Board. The 
following 1s a brief synopsis of these two bills as they currently stand. 


Senate BII| 426: Reorganization of Economic Development 


In conference committee the section of this bil! which would have transferred proprietary schools of 
nursing from the jurisdiction of the Board of Nursing to the Coordinating Board of Higher Educatlon was 
deleted, The transfer of the Division of Professional Registration and Licensure, of which the Board of 
Nursing Is a part, to the Office of Administration was also deleted. The Division will remain a 
component of the Department of Economic Development. 


By retaining the accreditation jurtsdiction of the proprietary schools of nursing, the Board will be able 
to avold potential Initlal-I!censure and reciprocity Issues which would have arlsen had these schools not 
continued to have "Board of Nursing Accredited" status. 


House Bit! 1007: Appropriations 


In conference committee, the Board of Nursings® first-priority Item, the addition of two new staff 
positions, was returned to the blll. This appropriations request had been recommended by the Governor 
and the House Committees, but deleted In the Senate Appropriations Committee, Through the persistent 
lobby!ng efforts of many of you, If thls bill Is signed by the Governor, the Board will receive the 
appropriations requested for FY 1987-88, Although the monles requested are provided for by fees of 
licensees and do not come from General Revenue, the legislature must approve these requests annual ly. 
This approval process provides a mechanism of oversight of the budgetary planning of the Board,

Renewal Procedure 


Thanks to all employers who assisted Jn the new renewal verification procedure this year. The lists of 
employees and I!cense numbers to be verified were helpful. We were able to run the I!sts when the 
terminals were not belng heavily ut!l$zed, which Improved our ability to verlfy quickly. Wo would 
appreciate your feedback on the process, particularly the call-back procedure, so that we can "work out 
the bugs" and ‘mprove our service to you next year.

Ask to see an orlginal current Missour! I!cense or temporary work permit before the new employes 
reports to orlentation, A temporary work permit will have a ralsed Board Seal. A duplicate I!cense 
will look I!ke a regular wallet license but will have "DUPLICATE" typed below date I\cense expires. 
The Board staff will be happy to glve telephone verification of I!censure status to employers. 


GRADUATE TEMPORARY WORK PERMITS

New graduates are covered to work under 335,081 (6) RSMO Exempted practices and practitioners from the 
time of graduation until the results of the first avallable examination after graduation are received. 


Graduates who have applied to write the examination In Missour! will not be tssued graduate temporary 
work permits, as the Board has no mechanism to do so. Employers may telephone the Board office for 


verlfication of application for I!censure by examination. 
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GRADUATE TEMPORARY WORK PERMITS (CONTINUED) 


(3) Graduates who wil| be writing the first available examination after graduation Jn another state are also 
covered under the exempted practices clause, and may practice without any form of permit unt/I the 
results are received. However, they may be Issued a graduate temporary work permit \f requested, and 
the proper Information \s provided, These Individuals should send a request Jn writing to the Board 
office so that the permit can be processed, 


AFTER THE EXAMINATION 


(1) Graduates writing the examination Jn Missour} will be licensed automatically on recespt of passing 
results, When results are recel\ved, the successful writer will be sent either: 


a. Results and a license, The ability to send a license with results depends on the availability of 
the computer to generate I\censes at the time results are recesved. If IScenses are not sent with 
results, they will follow Jn four to six weeks, 


or 


b. Results Indicating "Pass" and a letter of verification which are to be presented to the employer. 
This letter will be signed per stamp by Florence McGuire, Executive Director. 


(2) Graduates writing the examination !n another state should begin the Missour} I!censure process as soon 
as possible after graduation, The Board has established a grace perlod of thirty (30) days from the 
+ime results are recelved to secure a temporary work permit or I!cense, If they have not recesved a 
temporary work permit Jn this thirty (30) day period, they may not work, or they will be In violation of 
the Nursing Practice Act. As soon as they have recesved results Indicating successful completion, they 
should forward a copy of the results and any accompany\ng documentation from the examining state to our 
office so that we can continue with the Iicensure process, A temporary work permit cannot be Sssued 
until another state has Issued the applicant the authority to practice Jn that state. 


ABOUT ORIENTATION: 


Orsentation }s considered to be employment, Any nurse In orlentation must have esther a valid Missour} 
temporary work permit or a current Missour! IJcense, The only exception to this policy !s the new graduate 
pending results of the first avallable Iicensing examination after graduation, Individuals who missed or 
falled the first I!censing examination after graduation may not work as a nurse wSthout a valid Missourt 
temporary work permit, results Indicating "Pass" and a letter of verification or current Missour! I\conse, as 
they are not covered under the exempted practices clause.

RECEIVED CONTINUED RECOGNITION FROM THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 
SHEESH HEHEHE HMHHBEHER 


The U.S. Secretary of Education Js authorized by statute to publish a list of recognized state agencies, and 
accrediting bodjes, which he determines to be reliable authority as to the quall\ty of training of fered by 
schools and programs for diploma, assoclate degree, and baccalaurate degrees sn nursing for purposes of 
eligibility under the Nurse Training Act, as amended. 


The Missours State Board of Nursing submitted a comprehensive self-study to the U.S. Department of Educatlon, 
Division of El!gibillty and Agency Evaluation for continued recognition as an accrediting body for 
Professional Schools of Nursing. Following submission of the comprehensive self-study and a site visit 
during an accreditation survey conducted at Burge School of Nursing of the Lester E, Cox Medical Centers a 
hearsJng was held Jn Washington D.C, Florence McGuire, Executive Director of the Board of Nursing testified 
at the hearing and Continued Recognition as an Accrediting Agency for Approval of Nurse Educatson was granted 
to the Missour! State Board of Nursing. 


MSssours Is one of the six (6) Boards of Nursing In the Unlted States that have this recognition from the 
U.S. Department of Education. 
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SENATE BILL 663 


During the past legislative session Senate BJI11 663 was passed by both the Senate and House and duly sJgned 
Into law by the Governor. It has to do primarily with health care IJability, but does contain a section on 
mandatory reporting. Almost as an after thought, nursing was added to the I\st of health care professsonals 
Included In certain sections of this BIII. It says In part: 


Section |. Beginning January 1, 1987, the chlef executive officer of any hospital or ambulatory surgical 
center (does not Include convalescent, nursing, shelter or boarding homes)...sshall report to tho 
appropriate health care professional I\censing authority any discipiinary action agalnst any 
health care professional (nurses Included here Jn the definition) against whom any complaints or 
reports have been mado which might have led to discipIinary action. 


Section 2, All reports... shall be submitted within 15 days of the final disclp!inary action and shal 
contaln, but need not be IImited to, the following Information: 


|. Name, address and telephone number of the person making the report. 
2. Name, address and telephone number of the person who Is the subject of the report. 


3. Brief description of the facts which gave rise to the Issuance of the report Including the 
dates of occurrence deemed to necessitate the filing of the report. 


4, \f court action Js Involved and known to the reporting agent, the Identity of the court, 
Including the date of filing and the docket number of the actton. 


There ts Included an exemption from I!abs/I1ty on the part of the reporting agents or employees In carrylng 
out the provisions of the law.

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THE IMPAIRED NURSE 


According to the A.N.A., there are 200,000 chemical ly dependent nurses In the United States; 55% female and 
75% male. Most have been In nursing three years before they become users; they first administer drugs to 
themselves In the ICU, ER, or CCU; the drug of cholce !s Demerol, Data from Boards of Nursing suggest that 
over 70% of the adjudicatory cases rece!ved are concerned with substance abuse. Last year In Missour! 50-88% 
of the complaints recelved which resulted In disciplinary action were drug related. 


In 1980, the National Alcohol and Drug Coalition Indicated ways that an Impaired nurse might be Identified: 
PERSONAL ITY/BEHAVIORAL CHANGES 

ALCOHOLIC NURSES: 

Become very Irritable with patients and co-workers; are withdrawn and experlence mood swings. Like to be 

alone; want to work nights, avold Interactions with people. Usually have elaborate excuses for being late 

and may experience blackouts. Develop memory loss for conversations, phone calls and events, 

DRUG ADDICTED NURSES: 

Experience extreme and rap!d mood swings. Wear long sleeves all the time; frequently break and spill drugs; 

disappear Into the bathroom directly after belng In the narcotic room; walt to be alone at the narcotic 


cabinet; defensive when questioned about medicinal errors.
